All of our Fences are woven from Basic Stock Open 
Hearth steel wire, heavily covered with good galvan- 
izing. The chemistry of Basic Open Hearth Steel Wire 
is denned in U. S. Dept. of Agriculture Bulletin No. 
239, page 12, which states that: 

"Phosphorus and sulphur both have a dele- 
terious effect upon steel, reducing the ductility 
and making the metal brittle. Pig iron is melted 
in large basin-shaped furnaces in which the car- 
bon is burned out by the play of hot air over the 
surface of the molten mass, while at the same time 
the acid-forming impurities, such as phosphorus 
and silicon, are absorbed by the basic lining of 
the furnacdy which is usually made of a rock ma- 
terial found in nature, consisting of carbonate of 
lime and magnesia* and known as 'Dolomite.'

Wire used in the manufacture of Fence goes through 
many processes before it reaches your farm. 

The best ores in this country contain so many im- 
pure elements that it is necessary to highly heat them 
*n large blast furnaces, which you may have seen or 
heard about, to separate the elements and produce pig 
iron Pig iron is formed into ingots and billets, then 
heated and drawn into rods. Rods are submerged into 
solution of hot sulphuric acid for the purpose of re- 
moving all scale and impurities. They are. then thor- 
oughly washed in clean cold water and given a lime 
coating. . . 

Rods are then drawn to the finer sizes used in the 
manufacture of Fences and again run through a highly 
heated furnace' to be perfectly annealed. The speed 
at which the wire passes through the furnace regulates 
the degree of temper. If it travels slowly, the wire 
will be soft; and if rapidly it will be 1 hard. They are 
drawn through a muriatic acid solution to remove any 
remaining impurities, into the galvanizing vat. The 
galvanizing vat contains hot spelter izinci and here it 
depends on how long your wire is going to last and 
how closely the galvanizing is wiped by the asbestos 
wipe'rs.

How to Figure Freight Charges 

In estimating the freight charges on fence you should take 
the rate shown for the point nearest to your station and multiply 
the rate by the weight of the articles, as given in our catalogue. 
In this way you can tell very nearly the exact amount of freight 
you would be required to pay on the goods. For example, to 
^nd the freight charges to Trenton, Missouri, on 100 rods Style 
No. 43 Fence you should proceed as follows: 

Trenton being nearer Chillicothe than to, any other point on 
f he list the Chillicothe rate of 40 cents per hundred on Woven 
Fence should be used in estimating the freight charges. 

Weight of 100 rods of No. 43 Fence at 4V 2 lbs. per rod, 450 
lbs. Freight on 450 lbs. at 40 cents per 100 pounds would b« 
11.80.

THE prices quoted in this catalogue are tor the goods free 
on board cars at the factory, and we do not prepay the 
freight at the prices quoted, because they are so low they 
would not permit it. 

No advantage whatever is gained in buying goods freight paid, 
because the rate of freight is no lower to a large manufacturer 
than it is to you. There is an extremely heavy penalty for 
granting and accepting rebates, which you can occasionally read 
about in the daily papers. It is illegal for the transportation 
companies to collect higher or lower rates than indicated by 
published tariffs on file with the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission at Washington, D. C, which are open for the inspection 
of the public at every regular freight office in the country. 
Should an overcharge be made in error, the railroad companies 
are liable according to the law, if they do not refund same 
within a reasonable length of time after the overcharge has been 
called to their attention. 

Should thld occur to you when purchasing goods from us, we 
will handle the matter for you without a cent of charge and have 
the amount of overcharge collected from the transportation 
company. 

It makes no difference whether we or any other manufacturer 
or mail order house selling Fence makes you a delivered price or 
whether you pay the freight on the Fence upon arrival, because 
you pay the freight in one form or the other. When you buy 
goods freight prepaid, you can depend upon paying enough, be- 
sides the price of the Fence for the goods to be carried to your 
railroad station. A manufacturer selling Fence freight prepaid, 
naturally adds sufficient freight to the price of his goods to war- 
rant him receiving the full freight charges from the customers, 
and you may be paying the same price for goods as a customer 
living 100 to 150 miles farther away from the factory, whereas, 
if you buy fence at the factory you pay the actual freight charges 
on goods- only.
